"I have not touched it yet, hut I will 
send it to the institution tonight.”

few hours later the com pleted picture 
was delivered and m ay lie seen today 
in the National gallery. 
T his w on der­ 
ful work of half a dozen hours w as 
none other th an the universally a d ­ 
mired "C avalier’s Pots.’’ 
Leander, the fam ous painter, is c a ­ 
pable of rem arkably rapid work. Upon 
seeing him leave his rooms early in 
the m orning w ith a canvas on Ids 
bade the neighbors of the g reat artist 
used to exclaim, "T here goes L eander 
ofT to paint his daily picture.” 
Al­ 
though this m ay have been an ex ag­ 
geration, It is a well know n fac t th a t 
on several occasions the academ ician 
produced a large picture w ithin a few 
hours. 
L eander lins a form idable rival in 
th e m a tte r of hasty work in Solomon 
Solomon. This artist painted an ad ­ 
m irable life size 
portrait of 
Israel 
Zangwill 
w ithin 
the period o f five 
hours. 
Iii the realm o f music there m ay he 
cited m any in stances of ex trao rd in arily I 
quick 
work. 
O scar 
H nm m erstein’s 
record of a comic opera in one act, 
w ords and music, composed in one 
night, is an exam ple. 
O ne of the most rem arkable hits of 
orchestration ever w ritten, the over­ 
tu re to "Otello,” w as scored by Rossini 
in only tw en ty-fo ur hours 
Sir A rthur Sullivan composed tho 
brilliant epilogue of the "Golden Log- i 
end” iii the sam e space of time, 
lie 
sa t dow n a t 0 o’clock one evening to 
compose the overture to "Iolantlie” 
and did not rise from his desk until 
th** last note w as w ritten at 7 on the 
following m orning, while the overture 
to "T h e Yeoman of the G u a rd ” occu­ 
pied him no more th an tw elve hours 
Lot Ii to compose and score. 
It is told of Donizetti th a t he wrote 
th e in stru m entatio n of an entire opera 
w ithin thirty hours. 
On the m orning 
in which Rossini’s "Gazza L ad ra" was 
to he produced riot a single note of tile 
overture had been w ritten, and the 
m anager was in despair. 
Ile sought 
out tile indolent composer, lock***l him 
in one of tin* rooms of La Scala and 
declared In* should have neither f o o d 
nor freedom until the ov erture was 
completed. 
Rossini set to w ork w ith a 
will and to such 
purpose th a t the 
music w as w ritten and rehearsed be­ 
fore tin* evening performance. 
Mozart w as ano ther genius w ho fre­ 
quently needed the spur of eleventh 
hour work. 
Though at I iii the m orn­ 
ing riot a note of the ov ertu re to "Don 
G iovanni” had been set dow n, yet Mo­ 
zart finished it before he w ent to the 
breakfast table a t bls usual hour. I Mir 
ing tin* long hours consum ed by this 
task it is said th a t the rausican’s w ife 
kept 
him 
aw ake 
by 
reading fairy 
stories to him. 
One of tin* fastest com posers th at 
ever lived was Trotere, the w riter of 
songs. 
Some of the com poser’s feats 
verge on the m arvelous. 
It Is said, for 
example, th at In* actually w rote the 
score of "In Old M adrid” and 
had 
dropped it Into the letter box w ithin 
eight m inutes of tile tim e lie had taken 
up his |>on. 
This would be rem ark able 
merely as show ing Ids dexterity and 
agility, to say nothing of the labor of 
the composition itself.
